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ASSASSINATION OF HUEY LONG 


Another deplorable incident was added to our painful 
political history when Huey Long was assassinated Sunday | 
night by a young doctor credited with belonging to a political 
group that had been repeatedly defeated by the Huey Long 
forces, who at the time of his death, were in control of the | 
state legislature and also dominated the national political | 
machinery of the state of Louisiana, as far as local organiza- | 
tion has control in national affairs. 


Without raising the question of the merits or demerits | 
of Huey Long’s political philosophy the fact remains that | 
he had been elected by the majority of the people of that | 
state and evidently a majority of those same people were | 
upholding him in his position on both state and national | 
issues at the time of his death. The fact that this was so) 
should be sufficient reason for political opponents to accept 
the will of the majority of the people as the accepted law 
of the state of Louisiana for the time being. 


But there, as in every other state of our union,, there | 


or no law. With them the will of the people is something | 
to be overridden the moment it is a matter that conflicts with | 
their wishes, desires or whims. Too many of Long’s op-' 
ponents were apparently of this class. | 


When the legislature of Louisiana refused to do their | 
bidding and instead went along with Huey Long they re- | 
belled against organized government and resorted to force | 
and intimidation and the final assassination was not the first | 
time attempts had been made on Long’s life. Were it not for | 
these previous threats and overt acts it could be claimed that | 
no one else but the assassin was to blame in the present 
instance. But the whole background reeks with vigilante | 
tactics and for this reason raises vividly the question of the | 
attitude that the American people will assume towards such | 
outbursts against any individual or any progressive group, | 
who comes forth to take an aggressive stand against en-| 
trenched interests that have had their own way in the past. | 


In other words it seems to be becoming painfully plain 
that when the old gang can no longer hoodwink the people 
in letting them run government as they please that they not 
only are willing but are doggedly determined to try to bull- 
doze the common people into submitting to their will. Their 
favorite method seems to be to resort to vigilante acts to/| 
force their will on an unwilling populace, or to override | 
their will by brute force, when expressed at the ballot box. | 


It is this tendency to ignore the law and use threats to | 
kill and in cases actually commit murder to force the issue | 
down the throats of the masses of the people that is mani- 
festing itself in such instances. What is this but fascist tac- 
tics and Hitler and Mussolini methods all over again? 

Whatever objections might be raised against Huey Long's | 
propositions he nevertheless did let the people do the electing | 
and depended on enacted laws., instead of imperial edicts | 
to put over his ideas. Apparently the immediate cause for | 
his assassination was due to him having succeeded in secur- 
ing the passage of a series of such laws. 


To murder a man because he succeeds in securing popu- | 
lar approval is an act that should have no place in a "democ- 
racy and such tactics should not be encouraged or tolerated | 
on American soil. Instead of prattling about “making the | 
world safe for democracy’’ we better give some attention to 
making our own country safe for democracy. | 


Next year is the time for another Presidential election. | 
Now is the time to start figuring out how we can use our 
ballots to the best advantage, when next year’s election rolls | 
around. To wait till then is to let the enemy do all the figur- | 
ing and we just take his program when the time comes. That 
is what usually has happened in the past. See to it that it | 
does not go that way this time. |

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OLD-AGE PENSIONS AT 65 
FOR CAPITAL OF NATION 


The last week in November, 1935, 
the needy persons in the District of 
Columbia who are 65 years of age 
or upward will be eligible to pen- 
sions, the amount of which in each 
individual case shall be determined 
by the board of commissioners of 
the district. 


The law was passed by the recent 
session of congress just before it 
adjourned and was signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Thirty-five states and _ territories 
in the United States and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia now have either 
state-wide or mandatory systems or 
county optional systems of old-age 
pensions. 


According to the District of Col- 
umbia law assistance may be grant- 
ed only to an applicant who is a 
citizen of the United States; has at- 
tained the age of 65 years or up- 
ward; has resided in the District of 
Columbia for five years or more 
within the nine years immediately 
preceding application for assistance, 
and who has resided therein con- 
tinuously for one year immediately 
preceding the application; is not at 
the time of making application an 
inmate of any prison, jail, workhouse, 
or any other public 
reformatory or correctional institu- 
tion; is not a habitual tramp or beg- 
gar; has no child or other person 
financially able to support him and 
legally responsible for his support, 
and has not made a voluntary 
signment or transfer of property 
for the purpose of qualifying for 
such assistance.

Decatur Sheriffs Use 
Violence In Garment 
Workers’ Long Strike 


Many striking illustrations of 
lence and terrorism used by 
and deputy sheriffs during the long 
strike of the members of the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union at Decatur, IIL, against the 
manufacturers of “Trixie,” “Bonnie,” 
“Decatur Maid,” “Darlene” and 
“Home Made” cotton dresses was 
disclosed in the hearing held in the 
circuit court to dissolve an injunc- 
tion against the strikers which was 
given last April to the four garment 
manufacturers who make the dresses 

According to testimony presented 
to the court, deputy sheriffs with 
questionable police records used 
baseball bats, clubs and tear gas in 
their attacks on the strikers. 

One of the star witnesses for the 
garment workers’ union was a news- 


vio- 
police 


paper reporter whose Camera was 
seized by deputy sheriffs when he 
attempted to take pictures of one 


tear gas attack. He said the deputies 
had fired tear gas from guns directly 
in the faces of blinded strikers and 
at close range on those who, blind- 
ed by previous shots, had already 
fallen in the street or run against 
brick walls. 

The testimony also 
fact that one young woman who 
went out on strike was still in the 
sanitarium suffering from the effects 
of the tear gas attacks. 

David Dukinsky, president of the 
International Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, who recently visited De- 
catur, was deeply impressed by the 
courage shown by the strikers during 
their long fight for recognition of 
the union and the right to bargain 
collectively. He declared it would be 
treason to give up the struggle and 
said the international union would 
back Local No. 120 ‘until victory and 
agreement is achieved.” 

During the long strike more 
a score of state and federal 
conciliators have attempted to 
about a settlement, but all of 
failed to break the employers’ 
stinance.

Distribution. 

The Crucial Problem: How to 
Create Adequate Purchasing Power 
and Distribute It to All of the 
People. 

We have seen clearly that the 
existing production system is cap- 


able of producing a high standard 
of living for all, and that this can 
be accomplished in a short working 
day. The real problem, then, is to 
find a way to distribute the goods to 
the people. Two questions confront 
us: 

The first and basic one is: How 
can sufficient purchasing power be 
created and distributed to enable 
the people to buy all the goods pro- 
duced? 

A second subsidiary one is: What 
elements in the existing distribu- 
tion system prevent an adequate 
supply of purchasing power? 

What Is the Basis for Scientific 
Distributio nof Purchasing 
Power? 

It is necessary at the outset 
understand the attitude of the 
entific students towards real mea- 
sures of wealth. They base their 
study of the production—distribution 
system upon the belief that the only 
real basis of wealth is’ physical 
This includes all of the 
energy in the natural and human re- 
sources of the people. On this point 
of view, therefore, the amount of 
purchasing power to be distributed 
to the people should be determined 
by the volume of useful goods pro- 
duced by means of the technical 
arts—agriculture, industry and com- 
merce. 

Hence, they all who contri- 
bute to the production of goods and 
services shall receive the minimum 
of purchasing power. Théy believe 
it is poSsible that some who make 
an unusual ‘contribution or have jus- 
tifiable needs that are larger than 
others, which should be satisfied

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Social Security Act! Orburn Urges Militant Support of 


Praised by Altmeyer 


The amplogitient insurance and 
old-age pensions provided by the so- 
cial security act represent a great 
improvement in the economic condi- 
tions of labor, according to a state- 
ment made by Mr. Arthur J. Alt- 
meyer, one of the three men ap: 
pointed by President Roosevelt to 


| constitute the social security board 


Which will administer the act. Mr. 
Altmeyer spoke in the absence of 
John G. Winant, chairman of the 
board, who had not returned from 
Geneva, Switzerland, where he had 
been assistant director of the inter- 
national labor office. 

Although the complete plan will 
not become effective until 1942, Mr. 
Altmeyer, who was second assistant 
secretary of labor until he was 
placed on the security board, ex- 


pressed the view that from the be- 
ginning the system under which pen- 
sions and insurance will be paid to 
the workers as a matter of right will 


be much superior to the present 
methods of relief based on actual 
want. 

Mr. Altmeyer’s statement follows: 

“The social security act just en- 
acted by congress, aside from the 
security it will afford the individual 
worker, represents a great gain in 


the status of labor generally. 

“The government now recognizes 
that the workers of this country are 
entitled to something better than re- 
lief based on need when they be- 
come unemployed or reach the end 
of their working life. 

“It has, accordingly, made provis-| 
ion for a system of unemployment 


insurance whereby 
compensation and old-age 
will be paid as a matter of right to 
qualified individuals out of funds 
built up through contributions by 
employers or by employers and em- 
ployes jointly.
